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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1971 , prepared  as 
directed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

There  was  little  serious  illness  in  the  District  and  little  infectious 
disease.  There  has  not  been  a major  epidemic  of  measles  since  196?- 

The  population  at  the  10-year ly  Census  taken  in  April  was  39,936.  The 
estimated  population  at  mid-year  was  42,370,  which  is  an  increase  of  4,600 
since  1970,  the  largest  ever  recorded.  The  natural  increase  (excess  of  births 
over  deaths)  was  650,  also  a record,  as  was  the  actual  number  of  births  at  952. 
These  latter  figures,  of  course,  represent  the  effect  of  the  immigration  of 
young  people  into  the  new  housing  in  the  District.  The  birth  rate  has  in  fact 
dropped  from  25.1  per  thousand  to  22.7. 

Legislation  during  the  year  included  the  Order  activating  Section  45  of 
the  Health  Services  Act  1968,  which  gives  wide  power  to  County  Councils  in 
regard  to  Cld  People's  Welfare. 

On  advice  from  the  Department  of  Health,  vaccination  against  Smallpox  was 
dropped  from  the  programme  of  routine  immunisation  of  infants.  Thanks  to  the 
work  of  the  World  Health  Organisation,  the  incidence  of  smallpox  has  been  so 
much  reduced  that  the  chance  of  a severe  vaccination  reaction  is  now  greater 
than  the  chance  of  an  infant  contracting  the  disease.  Vaccination  is  still 
necessary,  of  course,  for  anyone  travelling  to  countries  still  affected. 

Re-organisation,  both  of  Local  Government  and  of  the  National  Health 
Service  has  unsettled  the  health  scene.  The  original  proposal  to  put  part  of 
North  East  Hampshire  into  Surrey  would  also  have  put  it  very  conveniently 
under  the  same  Area  Health  Authority  as  the  new  Frimley  Hospital.  The  aban- 
donment of  this  proposal  - if  events  take  their  natural  course  - will  leave  an 
administrative  Health  Service  boundary  between  the  hospital  and  part  of  the 
population  which  it  will  serve.  Efforts  are  still  being  made  within  the  Health 
Service  to  overcome  this. 

The  Basingstoke  District  Hospital  is  now  fully  operational,  serving  the 
western  parts  of  the  District.  Frimley  Hospital  is  due  to  open  about  the  end  of 
1972. 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Wild,  Engineer  & Surveyor,  for  a note  on  the  progress  of 
the  sewerage  improvements: - 

The  first  phase  of  sewering,  between  Hartley  Wintney  and  Hook, 
is  almost  complete. 

The  second  phase,  construction  of  the  new  treatment  works  at 
Hartley  'Wintney  is  well  advanced. 

The  third  phase,  work  in  Cdiham  and  Rotherwick  will  start  during 
1972  and  the  whole  project  is  due  to  be  finished  by  the  end  of  1973- 

Finally,  I must  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  support  and  interest,  particularly  on  the  re-organisation  problem;  also 
the  other  officers  of  the  Council;  also  my  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  levies,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  very  loyal  assistance.

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Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1971,  including  the 
refuse  collection  and  wet  scavenging  services  to  the  31st  March  1972* 

The  essential  work  of  maintaining  the  environmental  health  standards  of  the 
district  has  continued,  and  the  following  matters  are  of  interest  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  Council* 

It  was  very  satisfactory  to  see  the  closure  of  the  unauthorised  caravan  site 
at  Easter  Ross,  Minley  Road,  Cove.  After  a period  of  some  six  years,  when  there 
were  originally  over  150  families  in  caravans,  the  final  allocation  for  re-housing 
was  made  in  the  early  part  of  the  year*  The  Council  relinquished  their  control 
and  the  land  reverted  to  the  owner*  A great  deal  of  work  was  necessary  over 
the  years  to  ensure  that  order  was  maintained  and  numerous  hours  and  visits  were 
spent  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  living  there. 

A matter  of  concern  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  was  the  increasing  number 
of  complaints  relating  to  dirty  milk  bottles  and  to  try  to  achieve  some  improvements 
members  visited  one  of  the  large  dairies  in  the  locality.  A full  and  frank 
discussion  was  held  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  firm  complaints  have  reduced* 

A survey  of  the  existing  drainage  arrangements  was  carried  out  to  properties 
in  the  Parish  of  Dogmersfield  and  in  the  area  known  as  Pilcot  and  the  Council  have 
decided  to  include  these  areas  in  the  future  programme  for  main  drainage- 

On  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  side  the  most  noteable  alteration  was 
the  closure  of  the  Council’s  controlled  tip  at  Hazeley  Heath  and  the  commencement 
of  the  new  tip  at  Heath  Warren,  Bramshill,  in  August.  The  Code  of  Practice 
recommended  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  with  regard  to  controlled  tipping 
is  being  fully  complied  with  and  the  Council  are  fortunate  to  have  unlimited 
covering  material  to  achieve  this*  With  the  use  of  two  machines,  which  are  now 
fully  manned,  good  controlled  tipping  can  be  practised*  The  Council  continue  to 
receive  the  refuse  from  the  Fleet  Urban  District,  as  they  have  done  in  the  past 
four  years.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Insurance  Company  would  not  accept  access 
by  members  of  the  public  to  the  deep  sandpit  at  Bramshill,  it  was  necessary  to 
continue  to  use  Hazeley  Heath  for  the  purposes  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967® 

The  control  of  this  public  refuse  dump  is  extremely  difficult  and  the  quantity  of 
refuse  received  from  the  public  is  increasing.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Fleet  Council  that  a suitable  reception  axes,  for  refuse  from  ratepayers  in 
that  district  will  be  provided  within  their  own  boundary.  This  will  certainly 
alleviate  the  problem,  but  full  control  cannot  be  exercised  until  a more  permanent 
situation  is  found,  preferably  under  some  supervision.  Whilst  on  the  question  of 
refuse  disposal  the  North  Hants/West  Surrey  Working  Party  on  refuse  disposal  made 
their  final  Report  to  the  constituent  Authorities  during  the  year.  All  the 
recommendations  were  accepted  by  the  Council,  with  the  additional  request  that  the 
tipping  of  untreated  crude  refuse  should  cease  in  the  Rural  District  as  soon  as 
possible.  This  attitude  is  also  maintained  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment, 
who  consider  that  controlled  tipping  of  untreated  refuse  should  be  brought  to  an 
end  as  soon  as  possible,  unless  it  is  being  used  for  land  reclamation.  Unfortunately 
no  further  action  has  yet  been  taken  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Working  Party  that 
preliminary  consultations  should  take  place  with  a view  to  providing  the  necessary 
mechanical  treatment  works. 

Two  otr.er  items  of  interest  which  should  be  recorded  are  the  completion  and 
opening  of  the  new  public  convenience^  at  Blackwater  and  tne  large  amount  of  extra 
work  that  was  necessary  to  deal  with  the  vast  increase  of  A^asps  nests  in  the  Rural 
District.  Some  650  nests  were  dealt  with  directly  by  the  Council,  in  addition  to 
the  number  destroyed  by  private  householders.  No  previous  year  had  approached  this 
phenomena]  number  of  wasp  infestations. 

Finally,  I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  to  all  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  their  support  during  the  year.  At  all  times  they  have  dealt  with  their 
work  and  contact  with  the  public  in  a courteous  manner.  The  appointment  of  a 
Cleansing  Superintendent  in  the  Department  has  assisted  the  administration  of  these 
services  considerably.

HOUSING 


The  duties  of  the  Council  in  dealing  with  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation 
under  the  Housing  Act  1957*  have  been  carried  out  when  necessary.  There  are 
no  large  groups  of  properties  suitable  for  clearance  areas  at  the  present  time, 
and  all  properties  have  been  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses.  All  the 
owners  concerned  were  co-operative  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  institute  legal 
proceedings  in  any  case.

Nuisances 

The  complaints  received  by  the  department  under  this  broad  heading  are  many 
and  varied®  They  range  from  general  defects  such  as  leaking  roofs  and  dampness 
to  noise  nuisances  and  insect  infestations Q All  complaints  were  investigated 
and  dealt  with  informally  which  requires  time,  tact  and  patience® 


Drainage 

The  extensive  works  on  main  drainage  in  the  Hartley  Wintney,  Odiham  and 
Hook  areas,  including  the  new  disposal  works,  are  currently  in  hand®  This  will 
also  provide  for  the  public  sewer  to  be  laid  at  Rotherwick®  One  survey  of  a 
non-sewered  area  in  the  Parishes  of  Crookham  and  Dogmersfield  was  carried  out 
and  have  been  included  in  the  Council” s list  of  provisional  proposals  for  the 
future® 


Water  Supply 

The  district  is  supplied  with  main  water  by  the  Mid  Southern  Water  Company 
and  I am  grateful  to  the  Chief  Engineer  for  the  following  report:- 

The  sources  supplying  the  Rural  District  are  all  underground  in  the  chalk 
formation®  All  are  subject  to  treatment,  and  regular  examination  has  shown  that 
the  processes  are  continually  effective  in  producing  a water  suitable  for  public 
supply  purposes®  There  have  been  no  restrictions  regarding  quantity® 

Immediate  remedial  measures  would  be  initiated  if  sampling  revealed  contam- 
ination of  a treated  water®  Reservoirs  and  taps  in  distribution  are  examined 
regularly,  and  new  mains  as  laid  are  chlorinated  and  sampled  prior  to  use  for 
supply  purposes® 

There  are  no  standpipes  and  the  flouride  content  is  low,  the  range  being 
Ool  - 0®2  ppm®

Individual  Caravans

Milk 

The  Local  Authority  is  responsible  for  registering  premises  where  milk  is 
retailed  and  there  are  32  in  the  district.  There  are  no  pasteurising  plants  in 
this  area. 


Meat  Inspection 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  at  Odiham.  All  carcases 
were  inspected  and  the  throughput  totalled  925  animals. 


Poultry  Processing

Knackers  Yard 


The  licensed  premises  at  Hook  were  inspected  regularly  throughout  the  year  and 
are  well  maintained,  clean  and  records  were  up  to  date.  These  animals  are  not  for 
human  comsumption,  the  meat  being  used  for  pet  foods  after  sterilisation.  The 
total  throughput  of  1040  animals  was  recorded. 


Factories 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  enforcing  standards  of  sanitary  accommodation 
in  factories  where  mechanical  power  is  used  and  for  certain  other  matters  in 
non-powered  factories.  Visits  were  made  during  the  year  but  no  contraventions  were 
found.

RODENT  CONTROL 


During  the  year  a total  of  687  treatments  were  carried  out  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  and  mice  in  the  district.  This  includes  172  agricultural  holdings  and  the 
remainder  were  either  dwelling-houses,  local  authority  or  business  premises. 

The  rodent  control  service  is  free  to  all  domestic  properties,  the  others  being 
charged  on  a time  and  labour  basis. 


Contracts 


The  system  of  contracts,  mainly  with  farmers  and  large  establishments,  was 
continued.  Regular*  inspections  are  carried  out  each  month  and  treatment  is  under- 
taken when  necessary.  An  annual  payment  is  made  to  the  Council  for  this  service 
by  the  owners  and  this  amounted  to  £570  in  1971-  The  number  of  properties  covered 
by  the  contract  system  was  6l . 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  domestic  and  business  premises 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  As  usual  alternative  collections  or 
paper  sacks  are  provided  for  those  properties  where  the  collection  coincided  with 
the  Bank  Holidays  and  householders  were  notified  by  leaflet  of  the  arrangements. 
The  ’special  collection'  service  of  the  Council,  which  is  free  of  charge,  was 
again  helpful  to  occupiers  of  property  in  the  district  and  some  1 ,283  visits  were 
made  to  remove  armchairs,  refrigerators  and  other  bulky  commodities. 

Some  alteration  in  the  existing  routes  was  necessary  to  allow  for  the 
continued  development  of  the  district,  particularly  in  Yateley  and  Hawley,  but 
it  was  not  necessary  to  undertake  a complete  review  as  this  was  done  the  previous 

year. 
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Collection 


This  service  continued  to  operate  with  seven  modern  refuse  vehicles,  one  of 
these  acting  as  a spare  for  the  other  six.  The  establishment  of  drivers  and 
refuse  collectors  was  30  and  there  were  no  major  problems  of  staffing.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  increase  the  special  Saturday  collections  of  unwanted  domestic 
articles  in  order  to  meet  the  demand. 


Disposal 

In  August  1971,  the  Council's  controlled  tipping  at  Hazeley  Heath  was  completed 
and  the  disposal  of  refuse  was  transferred  to  Heath  Warren,  Bramshillo  It  was 
necessary,  however,  to  retain  a portion  of  Hazeley  Heath  for  members  of  the  public 
to  dispose  of  refuse  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967  as  a temporary  measure 
until  a more  suitable  and  permanent  site  can  be  found.  As  in  previous  years  the 
reception  of  all  refuse  from  Fleet  Urban  District  was  allowed  for  and  no  special 
problems  arose.  If  the  present  Local  Government  Re-organisation  Bill  is  not 
altered  before  receiving  the  Royal  Assent,  the  existing  duties  of  refuse  disposal 
carried  out  by  the  Council,  will  pass  to  the  new  County  Council  on  1st  April  1974. 


Salvage 

The  Collection  of  waste  paper,  cardboard  and  metals  continued  to  form  a part 
of  the  general  scavenging  scheme.  In  spite  of  a restriction  during  part  of  the 
year  on  the  sale  of  waste  paper  to  the  mills  an  income  of  £5,492  was  achieved, 
nearly  £1,000  more  than  the  previous  year.  A bonus  of  £1.09  was  paid  to  each 
employee  per  week  from  this  income  and  also  has  the  advantage  that  less  waste 
paper  is  received  at  the  tip. 


WET  SCAVENGING 


The  Council  have  three  tankers  working  on  this  service,  emptying  cesspools  in 
the  non-sewered  parts  of  the  district.  Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  is  into  the 
public  sewers  at  suitable  points  but  will  eventually  all  come  to  the  new  sewage 
works  being  built  in  Hartley  Wintney.  The  number  of  cesspools  emptied  during  the 
year  was  3*899  and  amounted  to  9*883  loads.  Of  this  total  number  of  cesspools 
48  were  new  ones  emptied  for  the  first  time.  Properties  which  are  outside  the 
sewered  areas  receive  two  free  emptyings  per  year  on  request,  one  in  each  six 
months,  and  the  charge  for  any  additional  emptying  was  raised  to  70p  for  the  first 
load  and  35p  for  each  subsequent  load  (a  load  is  equal  to  700  gallons  or  part 
thereof) . The  service  is  not  provided  to  premises  which  have  not  connected  to 
the  public  sewer  but  could  do  so;  twelve  months'  notice  of  withdrawal  was  served 
on  each  householder.  The  average  bonus  for  the  six  men  employed  on  this  service 
was  £1.70  per  week. 
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
